Freight Rates And Business

A special committee of of Commons has been appointed to 
study the whole question of freight rates with a view to bringing about a re- 
duction in the existing high schedule, which, it i generally agreed, is having | 
a detrimental affect on business, is operating to prevent a revival in indus- | 
trial activity, and is particularly paralyzing to Western agriculture. 

The problem of reducing rates in the face of an annual deficit of many | 
millions of dollars in the operation of the National Railways is admittedly a 
difficult one he National Railways badly need every dollar of revenue they | 
can get, and a substantial reduction in freight charges may prove a very seri | 
ous matter for them Tet anything less than a substantial cut will be quite ; 
ineffective in providing a much needed stimulus to business and an appre- | 
ciable aid to the farmers of the country. 

lhere is, however, much force in the argument Jhat a lowering in the 
carrying charges of the railways will not necessarily mean a reduction in net 
revenue earned On the contrary, it is well within the realms of probability 
that the result would be an increase in revenue. Present rates are perilously | 
close to the line where they amount to actual prohibition of traffic, and if a 
reduction of rates has the effect of stimulating business and thereby increas- | 
ing traffic the earnings of the railways may easily record increases rather } 
than the much feared decreases | 

Support for this view is found in a comparative study of the figures of | 
revenue and expenditure of Canadian railways for the years 1920 and 1921. 
Freight rates were increased in September, 1920, and partly reduced in J Janu: | 
al 1921, and in December, 1921 If the arguments of those opposed to rate 
reductions is good, then the deficits in operation of the railways should have | 
been greater in 1921 than in 1920 Yet the reverse was the case. The de- 


ficit on the old Canadian Northern system was nearly $10,000,000 less in 1921 


than the previous year; the deficit on what are known as the Canadian 
Government Railways, chiefly the Intercolonial, was almost cut in two, being 
reduced by) 000,000; the Grand Trunk Pacific, which showed a loss of $10,- | 
000,000 in 1920, dropped to just under $4,000,000 for 1921, 
These ree roads between them showed a deficit in operation for 1921 
o omethir over $16,00,000 where in 1920 the total was over $37,000,000.

Of course, there may have been, and undoubtedly were, other factors con- 
tributing to the betterments shown Nevertheless, the figures would seem 
to point to the conclusion that rate reductions were not in themselves disas- | 
trous, but that, on the contrary, they proved beneficial and were contributing } 
factors in bringing about a marked improvement in railway finances. | 

Admitting, however, for the sake of argument that substantial rate re- | 
ductions will result in an increase in the operating deficit of the Canadian | 
National Railways, the question arises whether it would not be better to face | 
that possibility and meet the loss out of general taxation for a year or two if, | 
through such reduction in rates, there waS marked encouragement given to | 
agriculture, manufacturing and business generally throughout the Dominion, 
with a consequent lessening in unemployment and increased buying power 
by the people and some return of prosperity. 

The present deficit on the Canadian National Railways is a heavy one, 
and constitutes a very real burden for Canadian taxpayers. It is almost 
more than they can peay, kecause, through lack ¥ employ ment and epetetand 
business depression, they have not the money. No matter how light taxes} 
miay be people cannot pay them without money and in the absence of means 
of earning money But with a return of business activity and more employ- 
ment the people would be able to more easily pay even somewhat heavier | 
taxes, if necessary, to meet a slightly larger railway deficit. }

War Base at Suez 
Has Been Dismantle 


Was One. of Greatest Centres During 
World War 


What was once considered the 
greatest military dump in the world, 
El Kantara, the British army base on 
the east side of the Suez Canal, has 
now almost entirely reverted to the 
wilderness of sand and silence whence 
it rose. 

Its passing marks the demise of one 
of the most important “war baby’ 
soldier cities. 

In 1914, El Kantara was merely the 
name of a “place” on the Suez Canal,

With the beginning of the Palestine 
campaign, the transformation began.

A red rib- 
bon will identify those proceeding 
west of Ontario and a blue one those 
destined for that province. Passen.

will wear white ribbons. Wher 
there are special government parties 
a yellow ribbon in addition to the 
red one wil! designate a party for 
Saskatchewen; sky blue in addition 
to red for Manitoba, and brown in 
addition to red for Alberts.

St. John, N.B.—During the winter 
season just closed the adian 
Pacific Railway shipped 11,500,000 
bushels of grain from the elevator 
here.

Quebec, P.Q.—The largest number 
of first-class passengers that ever 
came into a Canadian Atlantic port 
at one time arrived here on board 
the Canadian Pacific steamer “Em- 
press of Scotland.” The, increasing 
popularity of the Canadian route for 
American travellers, which includes 
a three-day trip on the majestic St, 
Lawrence river, is evidenced by the 
fact that it was necessary to have a 
special train to accommodate the 
pessenenr? from the “Empress of 
Scotland” going to New York and 
other American points. 


Vancouver. — Last year the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway moved 5,000 
cars of fruit and vegetables out of 
the Okanagan Me This year an 
increase is expected. 

Mr. F. W. Peters, general super- 
intendent of the C. P. R., returned 
recently from a week’s visit to the 
valley, during which he met agents 
of the company and discussed im- 
provements for handling this year’s 
crop. 


New York. — The despatch with 
which passengers arriving at oo 
bec by the Canadian Pacific Em- 
press ships are handled is instanced 
thus: Soon after the arrival of the 
“Empress of Scotland” at Quebec, 
on April 30th the 168 passengers 
destined for New York, got on the 
C.P.R. train alongside che ship. This 
was at 9 o'clock om. Passengers 
reached New York Grand Central 
Station next day at 2.30 p.m., with- 
out a transfer from the carriage in 
which they set out. 

The “Empress of France’ arrived 
in Quebec on May 11th, bearing 
amongst others, 135 passengers for 
New York. These passengers left 
Quebec alongside the ship at 9 am., 
arrived in Montreal at 2.15 p.m, 
They had the opportunity of remain- 
ing in Montreal until 7.15 p.m., when 
they left for New York, and arrived 
there at Grand Central Station at 
6.45 on the morning of May 12th. 


Tokyo, April 18. — By Mail. — 
“Here’s Canada! Look at this! I’ve 
been to all these places. Where's 
my ranch?” 

In this characteristic, rapid-fire 
fashion did His Royal Highness, the 
Prince of Wales greet Canada as he 
came to a halt pad the 20 foot 
illuminated map of this country that 
hangs in the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way exhibit at the Tokyo Peace Ex- 
hibition recently opened. It was on 
the occasion of the Prince’s much 
rushed visit to the Exhibition that 
was sandwiched in among the num- 
berless events of his official visit to 
Japan, and the fact that he spent no 
less than fifteen minutes at this par- 
ticular exhibit may be taken as very 
much of a compliment to Canada. 

The “E, P. ranch” in Alberta 
which the Prince bought during his 
trip was duly pointed out together 
with Banff, Lake Louise and Tim- 
mins, all associated in the royal 
mind with excellencies of one kind 
or another. And then His Highness 
had to see the railroad lines, steam- 
ship routes (Atlantic and Pacific) 
and all the “resources” of Canada 
picked out on the map at command 
of an electrician by means of the 
3,500 switchboard lamps installed. 


Kingston.—It is expected that the 
name of the contractor who will 
build the overhead bridge for the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, which will 
do away with the diamond at a point 
west of the Grand Trunk outer sta- 
tion, where the C.P.R. and G.T.R. 
tracks cross, will be announced soon. 
The estimated cost of the work will 
be about $50,000 and it is expected 
that the work will be under way in 
the very near future. . 

At the present ‘ime, the track of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway comes 
from the north and runs parallel 
with the Grand Trunk double track 
from a point near where the Perth 
road crosses the Grand Trunk track 
to a short distance from the dia- 
mond.
